-The method of elongating optical fiber base material according to claim 3 
wherein a jig comprising an upper board and a cylindrical part is mounted on a pair of 
pinch rollers, and a positioning adjustment apparatus supporting said pinch rollers 
adjusts a position of the apparatus using one of a vertical line of a laser beam and a 
plumb bob, which is parallel to the traveling distance of the base material ingot, runs 
through the middle of the heating means and the center point of the shorter rod, to 
determine the positions of the pinch rollers.--
